THE  EIGHTY-SIXTH  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD 
OF  MANAGEMENT  OF  THE  HOUSE  OF  INDUSTRY 

FOR  THE  YEAR  1938-1923. 

The  Trustees  and  Managers  of  the  House  of  Industry  beg  leave 
to  submit  the  report  of  the  work  of  this  Institution  for  the  year  end¬ 
ing,  March  31st,  1923. 

INMATES. 

218  Inmates  have  been  cared  for  in  the  Home  during  the  past 
year.  The  cost  of  maintenance  was  $19,319.16,  an  increase  of 
$2,395.36  compared  with  the  previous  year.  Considerable  of  the 
increased  cost  has  been  occasioned  by  repairs  to  the  buildings,  etc., 
such  as  replacing  old,  worn-out  floors  for  hardwood  floors,  a  large 
amount  of  painting  has  been  done ;  a  new  fence  has  been  erected 
on  the  southern  portion  of  the  property.  The  cost  per  capita  per 
day  has  thus  been  increased  to  45  cents,  as  compared  with  38.64 
cents  the  previous  year. 

Of  the  218  Inmates,  only  a  very  small  percentage  are  able  to 
do  any  kind  of  work,  and  those  who  are  able  assist  in  the  work  of 
the  House.  About  12  per  cent,  of  the  Inmates,  mainly  through 
friends  and  relatives,  contribute  towards  their  support  in  the  Home. 

The  total  average  number  of  Inmates  in  the  House  was  118.  Of 
the  total  number  registered  Inmates,  165  were  males,  and  53  females. 
A  number  of  the  women  inmates  assisted  with  sewing  and  mending, 
all  of  the  heavier  work  of  the  Institution  being  performed  by  the 
men. 

OUTDOOR  RELIEF. 

The  work  of  this  department  consists  of  assistance  given  to 
families  in  their  homes.  We  are  pleased  to  report  that  there  has 
been  a  decrease  in  this  department  during  the  past  year  of  24  per 
cent. 

The  number  of  families  assisted  were  5,360,  consisting  of  21,203 
persons,  as  compared  with  6,993  families,  comprising  27,998  per¬ 
sons,  the  previous  year. 

Of  the  above,  615  had  sickness  in  the  home. 

2,573  families  were  assisted  for  the  first  time,  being  48  per  cent, 
of  the  total  number. 

2,136  families  of  returned  men  received  assistance,  at  a  cost  of 
$97,508.40. 

The  cost  of  Outdoor  Relief  for  the  year  was  $244,732.38,  an 
average  cost  of  $45.65  per  family,  compared  with  $45.31  the  previ¬ 
ous  year. 
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In  connection  with  applications  for  assistance,  12,825  visits  were 
made  by  our  investigators,  with  the  result  that  402  applications  were 
refused  for  good  and  sufficient  reasons. 

We  might  also  draw  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  entire  cost  of 
salaries  and  wages,  including  all  overhead  expenses  in  the  admin¬ 
istration  of  the  work  of  the  House  of  Industry  in  all  departments 
for  the  year  has  only  been  $22,813.93,  or  8-1/3  per  cent,  of  all 
monies  expended. 

Our  two  motors  have  been  kept  going  to  full  capacity,  in  assist¬ 
ing  us  to  cope  with  all  emergency  cases,  and  have  also  enabled  us 
to  give  assistance  in  all  cases  which  required  attention,  even  the  same 
day  that  the  applications  were  received,  as  well  as  enabling  our  in¬ 
vestigators  to  make  a  great  many  more  visits. 

It  affords  us  pleasure  to  report  the  co-operation  of  the  Medical 
Health  Department,  City  Relief  Office  and  a  large  number  of 
agencies  engaged,  in  the  relief  and  social  work  of  the  city. 

wayfarers'  lodge 

Those  who  are  sheltered  and  cared  for  in  the  Lodge  were  in 
the  majority  homeless  residents  of' the  city,  being  about  60  per  cent, 
of  the  total  number  sheltered,  while  40  per  cent,  came  from  outside 
municipalities.  The  homeless  poor  of  the  city,  numbering  1,606, 
were  sheltered  19,996  nights,  and  those  from  other  municipalities, 
1,120,  were  sheltered  .4,641  nights  during  the  year. 

The  Casual  Poor  from  outside  municipalities  show  an  increase 
this  year  of  429  persons,  or  62  per  cent. 

Total  meals  supplied,  90,372. 

Total  cost  of  this  part  of  our  work  was  $8,559.75. 

treasurer's  statement. 

The  Treasurer’s  Statement  at  the  end  of  last  year  showed  a 
total  liability  of  $87,547.88.  Our  expenses  for  this  year  amount  to 
$272,894.46,  as  against  $343,706.15  one  year  ago. 

Receipts  from  all  sources  amounted  to  $283,731.21.  This  leaves 
a  total  liabilitv  at  the  end  of  our  year,  March  31st,  1923,  of 
$76,711.13. 

For  further  information  as  to  our  financial  condition  we  refer 
you  to  the  Treasurer’s  Statement  and  the  Superintendent’s  Report, 
which  give  separate  details  of  all  branches  of  the  work  done  in  con¬ 
nection  with  the  House.

The  Spiritual  Welfare  of  the  Inmates  is  well  looked  after  by 
ministers  of  the  various  denominations.  Several  City  Missions  also 
have  weekly  services  throughout  the  year. 

Numerous  concerts  and  suppers  have  been  provided  by  friends 
of  the  House,  which  contribute  towards  brightening  the  lives  of  the 
Inmates. 

The  Board  of  the  House  sincerely  appreciated  the  splendid  co¬ 
operation  of  all  classes  of  workers  and  earnestly  asks  for  further 
interest  and  help  on  the  part  of  ail  citizens  generally  in  carrying  on 
this  most  necessary  and  deserving  work. 

We  desire  also  to  express  our  hearty  thanks  to  the  Consumers’ 
Gas  Company  for  their  generous  gift  of  1,000  bushels  of  coke. 

We  regret  to  have  to  record  the  removal  by  death  of  Mr.  J.  J. 
Graham.  Mr.  Graham  was  appointed  a  Board  Manager  in  1906, 
and  a  Trustee  in  1916.

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REPORT  OF  WAYFARERS’  LODGE 


HOMELESS  POOR  OF  TORONTO. 

The  number  of  men  who  found  shelter  at  the  Wayfarers’  Lodge 
during  the  year,  April,  1922,  to  April,  1923,  was  1,606,  the  number 
for  the  three  consecutive  years  being  1,105,  1,913  and  1,606. 

The  total  number  of  nights  for  this  class  of  persons  was  19,996, 
or  an  average  of  12  nights  for  each  person  for  year. 

The  cost  of  maintenance  was  $6,913.95. 

POOR  FROM  OTHER  COUNTRIES. 

The  number  of  men  who  came  from  outside  the  City  and  found 
shelter  in  the  Lodge  was  1,120,  the  total  number  for  the  three  con¬ 
secutive  years  being  231,  691,  and  1,120. 

The  total  number  of  nights  given  to  this  class  was  4,641,  or  an 
average  of  4  nights  for  each  person  in  the  year. 

The  cost  of  maintenance  was  $1,645.80. 

Therefore,  the  total  number  of  men  sheltered  in  the  Wayfarers’ 
Lodge  last  year,  Homeless  Poor  of  Toronto,  and  poor  from  other 
countries,  was  2,726,  the  number  for  the  three  consecutive  years 
being  1,336,  2,604,  and  2,726. 

The  number  of  women  who  found  shelter  in  the  Lodge  was  21, 
10  being  from  the  City  and  11  from  outside  points.  Number  of 
nights’  shelter  received  by  women,  94.  10  children,  2  from  City  and 

8  from  outside  points,  accompanied  by  their  mothers,  were  sheltered 
62  nights. 

Hence  the  total  number  of  persons,  men,  women  and  children, 
was  2,757  (2,726  men,  21  women,  and  10  children),  and  the  total 
number  of  nights  was  24,793. 

The  total  cost  of  the  Lodge  for  the  year  was  $8,559.75.  For  the 
three  consecutive  years  the  cost  was  $5,889.30,  $9,771.19,  and  $8,- 
559.75. 

Meals  supplied  are  as  follows : — 

Breakfast — Bread  and  Butter  and  Tea ;  Oatmeal  Porridge, 
sugar  and  milk. 

Dinner — Meat  Stew ;  Bread  and  Tea ;  Rice  Pudding  with 
sugar. 

Tea — Bread  and  Butter  and  Tea;  Marmalade  or  Jam. 

The  number  of  meals  supplied  casuals  was  90,372,  at  a  cost  of 
5-2/5  cents  per  meal. 
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The  average  number  in  the  building  of  Casuals  during  the  three 
winter  months  (January,  February  and  March)  was  98.

Those  admitted  to  the  Lodge  during  the  winter  months  received 
three  meals  per  day  and  lodging  upon  performance  of  the  labor  test. 
A  warm  bath  is  provided  for  all  casuals,  and  clothing  is  cleansed 
by  steam  process,  clealiness  being  compulsory.  During  the  summer 
months  the  Wayfarers  are  limited  to  2  nights  per  month.  At  the 
request  of  His  Worship  the  Mayor,  casuals  are  admitted  until 
11.30  p.m. 


All  of  those  who  have  had  the  management  of  the  Lodge  did. 
the  work  required  of  them  faithfully  and  satisfactorily.

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REPORT  OF  OUTDOOR  RELIEF. 


In  presenting  the  report  of  the  Outdoor  Relief  Committee,  it 
may  be  of  interest  to  note  that,  on  August  2nd,  1851,  an  Act  was 
passed  incorporating  the  “House  of  Industry  of  Toronto,”  the  ob¬ 
ject  and  purposes  of  which  are  to  provide  for  the  destitute  poor  of 
the  said  City. 

From  that  time,  and  in  fact  previous  to  that  date,  as  this  is  the 
Eighty-sixth  Annual  Meeting  of  the  House  of  Industry,  this  Insti¬ 
tution  has  carried  on  the  work  as  set  forth  in  the  Act  of  Incorpora¬ 
tion,  of  ministering  to  the  needs  of  the  poor  and  unfortunate  of  our 
City. 

Notwithstanding  its  many  years  of  service,  the  House  is  still 
going  strong,  and  while  it  is  proud  of  its  long  record  of  past  years, 
it  lives  in  the  present,  and  its  face  is  turned  to  the  future  with  the 
hope  of  still  greater  usefulness. 

Since  the  City  Council  decided  to  confine  the  giving  of  relief  to 
the  House  of  Industry,  the  necessary  accommodation  has  been  pro¬ 
vided.  such  as  waiting  rooms  for  the  applicants — sometimes  as  many 
as  200  at  a  time — offices  and  store  room  to  contain  the  large  supply 
of  goods  required  to  carry  on  the  work. 

This  accommodation  is  supplied  without  cost  to  the  City,  to¬ 
gether  with  the  labour  entailed  in  parceling  up  groceries  and  other 
necessary  work  in  connection  with  outdoor  relief.  This  amounted 
last  year  to  15,184  hours.

The  purchasing  department,  under  the  Superintendent,  Mr. 
Laughlen,  buying  at  wholesale  or  manufacturers'  prices,  makes  a 
large  saving  in  cost  of  all  departments,  but  more  particularly  in  out¬ 
door  relief.

During  the  past  year  there  were  5,360  families  assisted,  as  com¬ 
pared,  with  6,993  for  the  previous  year,  showing  a  decrease  of  1,633 
families,  or  24  per  cent.  , 

In  the  5,360  families  assisted  there  were  10,950  children. 

Of  these,  3,244  were  families  of  civilians,  comprising  7,070  chil¬ 
dren,  and  2,136  were  families  of  soldiers,  comprising  3,880  children.

There  were  four  investigators  employed  by  the  House  up  to  the 
first  of  January,  when  the  number  was  increased  to  six  for  the  bal¬ 
ance  of  the  winter  months.  This  was  necessitated  by  the  larger 
number  of  cases  requiring  visitation.  Last  year  it  required  ten  in¬ 
vestigators  to  cover  the  cases  in  connection  with  this  Department. 

12,825  written  reports,  9,171  civilian  and  3,654  soldier,  were  made 
during  the  year  by  the  investigating  staff. 

A  number  of  applicants  were  refused  assistance  for  various 
reasons,  civilians  321  and  soldiers  81,  making  a  total  of  402. 

There  were  a  number  refused  further  assistance  after  fuller 
investigation,  of  these  569  were  civilian  and  141  soldier,  or  710  alto¬ 
gether,  making  a  total  number  of  1,112  refused  assistance. 

2,573  families,  or  48  per  cent,  of  the  total  cases  relieved,  received 
assistance  for  the  first  time. 

The  House  keeps  in  close  touch  with  all  other  agencies  interested 
in  or  carrying  on  relief  or  welfare  work,  and  during  the  year  re¬

The  large  amount  of  supplies  distributed  during  the  year  will 
give  a  fairly  good  idea  of  the  heavy  demands  that  have  been  met 
by  the  House.  There  were  41,959  grocery  orders,  including  377,- 
631  packages,  distributed.  6,224  grocery  orders  were  delivered  at 
the  homes  of  the  applicants,  where,  through  sickness  or  from  other 
causes,  personal  attendance  was  not  possible. 

There  was  also  delivered  at  the  homes  of  the  applicants,  2,836 
tons  of  coal,  467,326  loaves  of  bread  (1%  lb.)  and  590,973  pints  of 
milk. 

The  policy  of  the  House  is  to  give  relief  in  the  most  direct  man¬ 
ner  possible,  free  from  all  necessary  regulations.  While  every  care 
is  taken  to  protect  the  House  against  fraud  and  imposition,  all  cases 
receive  careful  consideration  and  sympathetic  treatment. 

Emergency  or  special  cases  of  destitution  are  investigated  :and 
fuel  and  other  supplies  delivered  within  a  few  hours'  .of  the  time 
the  Superintendent  receives  notice  of  the  case.  a?*..  w  r 
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It  is  gratifying  to  report  that  the  poor  under  the  care  of  the 
House  were  not  called  upon  to  suffer  unduly  during  the  severe  win¬ 
ter  from  lack  of  fuel.  Mr.  Edward  Wheler,  manager  of  the  Connell 
Coal  Company,  which  had  the  contract  to  supply  fuel,  took  a  per¬ 
sonal  interest  in  seeing  that  the  needs  of  the  poor  of  Toronto  received 
first  consideration,  and  not  only  arranged  for  Sunday  deliveries  in 
urgent  cases,  but  made  several  trips  across  the  border  to  assure  the 
necessary  supply  of  coal  being  forwarded. 

The  Superintendent,  Mr.  Eaughlen,  and  his  wife,  have  given,  as 
in  the  past,  their  best  thought  and  attention  to  the  work  of  this  de¬ 
partment,  and  the  investigators  and  office  staff  under  their  direction 
have  shown  efficiency  and  tact  in  carrying  out  their  important  duties, 
all  making  for  the  successful  administration  of  the  work  of  this 
Institution.

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REPORT  OF  THE  VISITING  PHYSICIAN 
HOUSE  OF  INDUSTRY,  TORONTO, 
FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDING  MARCH  31st,  1923. 


The  general  health  of  the  inmates  of  the  House  has  been  of  the 
average,  and  our  policy  of  sending  those  affected  with  acute  illness 
to  the  Toronto  General  Hospital  has  been  continued.  As  soon  as 
such  inmates  are  sufficiently  well  to  return  to  the  House  they  come 
back  to  us.  Twenty-one  of  our  inmates  have  been  so  treated  during 
the  past  year. 

A  number  of  patients  come  to  us  from  City  Hospitals  when  thev 
have  no  homes  or  suitable  surroundings  to  go  to.  These  cases  num¬ 
ber  eighteen. 

Altogether  there  have  been  eighty-nine  admissions  to  the  House, 
most  of  them  showing  evidence  of  cardio-vascular  disease,  the  result 
of  the  strenuous  lives  they  have  lived. 

There  have  been  twenty-three  deaths — fourteen  men  and  nine 
women.  We  find  that  a  pneumonia  usually  develops,  the  result  of 
failing  circulation,  due  to  old  age. 

The  House  is  kept  clean  and  orderly,  and  the  recent  repainting 
has  added  much  to  the  cheerfulness  of  the  surroundings  of  the  In¬ 
mates,  and  the  general  comfort  of  the  Inmates  is  well  looked  after. 


I  must  again  refer  to  the  self-sacrificing  service  performed  by 
Mrs.  Geall,  the  nurse,  who  with  unfailing  devotion  attends  to  the 
needs  of  those  confined  to  bed,  and  performs  her  other  duties.
